Barth Wins $50,000 Golden Apple Award 


Barth Elementary recently became 
the Romulus Community Schools’ sec- 
ond “State of Michigan Golden Apple 
Award" winner, joining 2000 winner Mer- 
riman Elementary in this elite classifica- 
tion. Barth was one of only 38 schools In 
southeastern Michigan to achieve this 
distinction this year. 

Principal Diane Golka commended 
herstudents, their parents, andher staff 
for their outstanding achievements. 

"This Golden Apple Award was the 
result of a total team effort," said Golka. 
"We all work together, and everyone is 
dedicated to high academic goals and 
high achievement levels.” 

Barth was awardedits Golden Apple 
inrecognition of its significantly improved 
Michigan EducationalAssessment Pro- 
gram (MEAP) scores from 1999 to 2001. 
The school's scores improved by a total 
of 61.3 points in the four core subjects — 
math, reading, science, and writing — 
tested each year. The State recognizes 
all schools that improve by 60 or more 
points in the four core subjects over a 
three-year period. 

Tom Dolan, Director of Curriculum 
for Romulus Community Schools, ex- 
pressedhis pleasure with both the award 
and the increased achievement of the 
district's students. 

"Our curriculum is aligned to the 
State's benchmarks and outcomes in 
each subject area, and we continue to 
work very hard to raise student achieve- 
ment levels throughout the district.”

Community Activist's Passing Ils Mourned 


The Romulus community has been 
saddened by the passing of one of its 
longtime activists, Jason P. Lovette. 

Born in Screven County, Georgia, 
on November 26, 1908, Lovette gradu- 
ated from Screven County High School 
in 1937 and from Savannah State Uni- 
versity in 1941. That same year, he 
entered the United States Army, from 
which he retired as a colonel 20 years 
later. 

In 1962, Lovette earnedhis Master's 
Degree from Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity and went to work for the Ecorse 
Public Schools, where he taught for 
several years. He studied school admin- 
istration at the University of Michigan in 
1974, and served as a school principal 
with the Ecorse district until 1975. 


Lovette's work for the betterment of 
Romulus has taken many forms, includ- 
ing service on various City commis- 
sions andthe Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion, as well as active membership in 
organizations such as the Greater Ro- 
mulus Chamber of Commerce and the 
Rotary Club (which he joined in 1968, 
and for which he served as District 640 
Governor from 1978-1979). 

He was honored as the Chamber's 
"Person of the Year" in 1984. 

Jason Lovette passed away Thurs- 
day, January 3, at the age of 93. He Is 
survived by his wife, Ethel L. (Rowe) 
Lovette; three sons, Jason Jr. (Inkster), 
Kary A. (Detroit), and Clifford F. Lovette 
(Sylvania, GA); one daughter, Phyllis L. 
Elrod (Romulus); one sister, Louise 


Powell (Macon, GA); seven grandchil- 
dren; and seven great-grandchildren. 

Among those predeceasing him 
were two brothers, Julian H. and Clinton 
S. Lovette, and two sisters, Alice and 
Dolly. 

Visitation was held at Crane Funeral 
Home (Romulus) on Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 9, from 6 to 8 p.m., and again on 
Thursday, January 10, from 12 to8p.m

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Impending Clinic Closure Impacts Families

Due to enormous debt in our state 
government, the Romulus Adolescent 
Health Center, located in Romulus High 
School, has had its funding eliminated 
by the State of Michigan. Originally no- 
tified that the clinic would have to close 
by December 7, the clinic was able to 
receive temporary financial help that 
will keep its doors open until the end of 
January. Immediate assistance is 
needed in the form of letters to state 
representatives in order to push. the 
legislature to find the funds necessary 
to maintain the clinic. (For more infor-

Failing that, the need for private funding 
in the form of donations, corporate 
pledges, etc., will be necessary. 

While flyers and articles in the news- 
papers relate the facts and figures about 
the closure, what is missing is the enor- 
mous impact that the closure will have 
on the community of Romulus. Almost 
half the households in Romulus (46%) 
are headed by women. Only 11% of 
students are fully insured, 15% are 
underinsured, 8% have Medicaid, and 
65% are uninsured. What this means is 
that families in Romulus are in critical 
need of medical- and mental-health 
services that their own funds or insur- 
ance simply won't cover. The median 
income in Romulus is only $20,000 per 
year. 

The typical single-parent family is 
already struggling to make ends meet. 
As a single parent of three children, | 
know how devastating the lack of help 
from the Romulus clinic would have 
been for my family — not only for my 
children, but also for me as a parent 
trying to get through some extraordinar- 


ily difficult years. My children and | had - 


to go to a shelter for a short time when 
| filed for divorce from an abusive 
spouse. My sons began high school in 
Romulus and had a difficult time adjust- 
ing to a very different school environ- 
ment from the small high school they 
used to attend. During the two years it 
took to finalize the divorce, seven friends 
and family members died, one of my 
SONS WaS severely depressed and sui- 
cidal, and the other was also having a 
lot of difficulty but didn't want to add to 
the stress | was under. My daughter 
then had to deal with the death of her 
father in a car accident shortly after the 
divorce was final. | was barely making 
ends meet, exhausted, and worried 
about getting my children through all of 
this. Teenagers have their own feelings 
to deal with, but also worry about their 
parents. 


Without the assistance of the clinic 
personnel — director Diane Vidovic, in 
particular — things may have turned out 
very differently. It was she who notified 
me about how serious things were get- 
ting for one of my sons. For his English 
class, he wrote a paper that spoke of 
Suicidal attempts. While | had him in 
counseling, | had hoped that things 
were improving. He wanted to "just make 
it stop hurting." | was afraid to sleep 
because | would find him at four o'clock 
in the morning, cutting himself again. 
He didn't want to tell me how bad things 
were because he didn't want to worry 
me, so he would go to school every day 
and pretendhe was allright. Because of 
his depression, he was not sleeping, 
was always tardy, and was getting sus- 
pended for being tardy so often that he 
failed every class, even thoughhe would 
get an A on a final exam. | was able to 
get him help at the University of Michi- 
gan and finally able to get the schoo! to 
recognize a medically diagnosed dis- 
ability so that they would stop suspend- 
ing him. Rhonda McAllister, the social 
worker at the school, was able to help 
him get through the days and helped 
formulate a plan for him. 

After almost two years of repeated 
failures, he was finally on his feet with 
medication and, after deciding to repeat 
his senior year rather than take a GED, 
ended up on the honor roll at one point. 
He scored 21 on the American College 
Test (despite falling asleep because of 
his medication), graduated, and is now 
on his own and going back to school to 
take classes in video editing and cre- 
ative arts. Very few realize what it took 
for him to go back to get his diploma and 
what it meant to him. 

My other son was also struggling 
with school and feeling that there was 
no point in trying because there was no 
money for college. Things seemed hope- 
less tohim. He was angry at our circum- 
stances, felt that there was no future for 
him, and was trying to deal with the 
deaths of too many friends and family 
members in such a short time. He 
couldn't talk to me about it. He talked to 
Diane and was able to get his anger 
under control, concentrate on school, 
and get his grades back to where they 
needed to be to graduate. He scored 26 
on the ACT, received Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program (MEAP) 
funds, and received a Michigan Com- 
petitive Scholarship. He is now also 
Starting two businesses: one focuses 
on web design and the other on home 
computer repair. He credits Diane and 
the clinic with giving him the motivation

to graduate and having hope for the 


future. 


My daughter was having nightmares 
about the accident her father had been 
in and was trying to adjust to the fact 
that her father was gone. She was also 
extremely worried about her older broth- 


ers. My daughter will be entering high. 


school next year, andis still coping with 
her own issues. The idea that the clinic 
will not be there if she needs help is one 
that is difficult to contemplate. Many 
times, my children found it much easier 
to talk to someone other than me be- 
cause | was having a tough time myself. 
The out-of-pocket costs for counseling 
and medication were taking a huge toll 
on our budget. Because the boys were 
having so much trouble with their grades, 
they were unable to obtain a driver's 
license, since Michigan's law (while well- 
intentioned) will not allow failing stu- 
dents to get one. Romulus has no mass 
transit, which makes it almost impos- 
sible for teens to get jobs unless their 
parents can drive them. 

Many, many kids came through the 
doors of my home while my sons were 
in high school, and | heard a lot of 
stories from them. When teens are 
happy, doing well at home, working, 
and graduating with plans for college, 
their futures can look great. Many stu- 
dents have graduated with honors and 
scholarships and all the rewards that 
come with these accomplishments, but 
Romulus also has an enormous un- 
tapped resource in teens who are very 
bright and talented, want a good future, 
and are willing to work hard, but are 
dealing with frustrating and depressing 
circumstances in their lives. If we can- 
not offer them options, assistance, and 
hope, they can become depressed, 
unmotivated, and angry. They cannot 
learn, or they just give up trying. They 


may develop problems with discipline, 
turn to drugs and alcohol, become sui- 
cidal, or begin to believe that they have 
no future*and drop out of school. What 
ifthe parents are in trouble themselves? 
Who do these kids turn to for help? 

Another important issue is the ease 
of accessibility. Besides the conve- 
nience it offers for students dealing with 
medical issues such as asthma, con- 
cerns about pregnancy, and questions 
about other issues that they might not 
want to discuss with their parents, it is 
also a great benefit to parents who have 
jobs that limit their time off or who have 
no transportation. The clinic is a "safety 
net’ for families. |sometimes spenttime 
on the phone with Diane, and just being 
able to talk to someone who knew my 
children and understood what was hap- 
pening in our lives was a source of 
support for me as a single parent. 

Theclinic can help our young people 
in ways that the schools can't because 
of the sheer number of students in- 
volved and medical and confidentiality 
issues that are dictated by law. Ours is 
Only one story. There are others out 
there — many far more serious. Some 
just need a little help. 

The core issue is that the closing of 
the Romulus Adolescent Health Center 
will impact not just a few students with a 
few problems, but entire families. It will 
impact businesses that are looking for 
employable: young people with good 
attitudes and job skills. It will impact the 
future of the community, which needs to 
Support and help bring out the best in al/ 
students. 0
